This humber has since then been reduced 
considerably. The plan has been adopted of 
inducing as many as possible to become self- 
Nevertheless, the number 
which draw their daily rations from the So- 
ciety is very large. In many instances. 
strong, able-bodied men and women prefer 
to live on public charity instead of earning 
their own bread, or, if at work, supplement 
their earnings by drawing provisions and 
fuelfrom therelieffund. This kind of abuse 
ite difecte.

houses of these families, supported by char- 
ity, are harbors for the idle. We do not ex- 
aggerate, we suppose, when we say that at 
least 1,000 houses are supplied with food, io 
which three times that number of men aad 
women, capable of doing work, are boarders. 
Women, who have heretofore earned a good 
and comfortable Hving as domestic servants, 
prefer the idleness, with the gaiety and hos- 
g-honses where the food is 
fand. Many men stand 
idle day after day, refusiug to work s0 long 
as they can draw food and fuel from the 
public stores. Sofar as the contributions 
of the charitable were bestowed upon those 
who might take care of themseives, the re- 
sult was an encouragement of idleness and 
nfendicancy, which was sure, if not sum- 
marily stopped, to become permanent.

NATIONAL BUREAU OF EDUCATION. 

“The report for 1871 of the National Bureau 
of Education shows that throughout the 
Union there are 5,660,074 persons over 10 
years of age who cannot write, and are 
‘therefore classed as illiterates. 
nearly six persons (5.7) in every hundred in 
the Northern States, and thirty out of 
the hundred in the Southern. It is doubt- 
less fairer te base illiteracy” 
ability to read than on the inability to write, 
especialiy at the age of 10 years.

. Slond of ignorance constitutes the chief ele-

mot rend! Were this whole illiterate class 
gathered in a single State, they would con- 
siderably exceed the population of New 
York, and would include as many voters as 
we have population in Illinois. They would 
 tmelude, in one vast pandemonium, very 
grearly all the bestial, corrupting, and crimi- 
al elements in the country, and scarcely 
any of ite decency or respectability, still 
less of ite intelligence. They would make 
up empire of crime, astate of savagery 
* that would bpeedily set to work to slaughter 
ite population from sheer lack of the intelli- 
gence required to live together in civilized 


society. 
Tube fact that all this ignordn 
_ |< tted over the country hardly lessens its po- 
litical evile.

TRICHINA SPIRALIS. 
It is not the object of these lines to give a 


description of that little hair-worm called 


‘“Trichina Spiralis,” which is producing 60 
much mischief ; for such a description, with- 


out proper illustrations, would scarcely be 
of any Value at all. Neither do I want to 


write about the disease, ite symptoms, ter- 
mination, treatment, to., prodaced by 


Triching for, on that topic, not only numer- 


ous articles have appeared in our periodical 
literature, but whole volumes also have 
been written. Among the latter, a mono- 
graph by Professor A. C. Gerlach, Director 
of the Reyal Veterinary College in Berlin, 
Germany, deserves a prominent place, and 
from that I intend to make a few con- 
densed extracts respécting the prob- 
able source of Trich'nw. The question : 

“+ WEENCE DO THE PARASITES COME f” 
Undoubtedly is of the greatest importance, 
and is asked not only by the producer and 
consumer of pork, but also by the scientific 
paturalist. Gerlach gives a ver acto- 
ry answer. He says Feichinm do not occur 
Dirde amd in blooded animals, aad are 
found only in the human body and in carniv- 


erous and omnivorous mammals, for the sim- 
ple reason that a temporary abode of the 
same in the flesh (muscle) of 4 mammal is 


necessary to their development. Trichine 


are found in the muscles of hesbivorous ani- 
mals only when the latter have been com- 
pelled by men to devour meat containing the 
parasites. Consequently, the source of Tri- 
chine must be looked for either in men, or in 
an omni vorous orcarnivorous mammal. Far- 
ther, Trichinw are found most frequently in | 


the human body and in hogs; occasionally 


only in cats, foxes, martens, hedge-hogs; 


and more frequently in rata. The human 
body, however, cannot be the original source 
of Trichine, for it does not serve as food for 
animals, but is generally buried deep enough 
to be beyond the reach of any carnivorous 
or omnivorous mammal. : 

As to the natural source of a parasite like 
Trichinm, it ia neccesary, and it must be 
expected, that in it all those conditions are 
found united which are required to support 
the life of the parasite, and to make . 
ble their further propagation; and this, in- 
deed, is the case far more in the bog than in 


any other living animal, Ai firet, hogs, of 
all anim have the greatest 
susceptibility; for experiments of 


feeding hogs meat containing 
Trichinw scarcely ever fail of producing 
within a short time numerous Trichine in 
the muscles of those animals. Secondly, the 
hog is an omniverous animal; it not only 
does not refuse, but eats ily, carrion, 
even of its own kind, no matter whether 
driven by hunger ornot; while other omniv- 
erous mammals, like rats, do™ot eat their 
own kind unless they are compelled by great 
honger, Thirdly, hogs are bred only for 
the shambles, consequently have a very short 
life, which is a fact very essential, as it re- 
leases the young Trichinw confined in the 
muscles from their prison, and makes possi- 
ble their further development and 33 
tion, which latter process can take place 
only in the intestines ofa mammal. Fourth- 
ly, begs, being omnivorous and domestic 
animale, are more exposed, by the way and 
manner in which they are kept and fed, to a 
direct infection than any other animal; for 
the slops of the kitchen generally, and the 
offal of butchered animals, of hogs as well 
as of others, and the carcasses of those that 
have died of disease, frequently constitute 

_An indirect infection 
also may be effected in different ways; for 
instance, when hogs feed on the excrements 
of infected human beings or carnivorous 


avimals, 223 those of dogs; for, in 
8, 


the latter animals, the Trichins off 
earlier than in any other animals, and 
always alive. Still, an infection b 

excremebts is comparately seldom; it is et- 
fected more frequently by hogs eating the 
dead bodies of other animals infected with 
Trichine. Cats, mice, but principally rate, 
must be considered as the chief transmitters 
of Trichinw from hog te hog; for rate always 
bave an opportunity not only to feed on the 
offal of a butchered bog, or to appropriate 
for themeelves a little pork, bat have also 
access to al] that is thrown away, and to all 
dead carcasses that are not buried deep 
enongh. Rats and mice infected with trich- 
in very likely die of Trichinosis, and their 
dead bodies, it may be safely presamed, are 


‘frequently found and devoured by hogs. 


duch are the means that enable the Trichine 
to reach their place of destination in order 
to propagate themselves, Occasionally Trich- 
ing may also find their way back to the hog 


| through other animals, such as foxes, mar- 


tens, ue digehogs ; tor all carnivorous animals 
have, now ape then, an opportunity to eat 
some of a butchered or perished hog, or to 
feed ob rate and mice, and these infec 
carpivorous animals may occasionally fa 
the prey of others; but finally the Trichinw, 
‘hough gone astray in that way, always re- 
turn in some way or other to the hog, whese 
fine nose surely will detect a dead carcass, if 
such a one is not too far off. Trichine, like 
many other noxlous parasites, 
over, A great tenacity of lite; decomposition 
of the flesh or muscles which serve them as 
their abode does not kill them, so that a 
carcass, although partially rotten, may stili 
contain living Trichina. 

Kats have recently been aceused of being 
the original source of Trichinw; but that, 
cays Gerlach, they cannot be, for rats eat the 
carcasses Of their own kind only when com- 
pelied by hunger; and in rate alone, with- 
ent hogs, he thinks, the transition from mus- 
cle to zutestine, and from intestine to mus- 
cle, so uecessary to the development and 
propagation of the Trichinw, never can be 
«tlected; therefore, Where Trichine are 
fuund im rats, they must have come from 
Trichinous hogs. Hence, Professor Gerlach 
cemes tothe conclusion that “the hog re- 
ceives the Irichins from its own kind, as 
well directly as indirectiy, in the latter way 
eepecially through the rate. The source of 
ihe Trichinw is not outside of the bog: the 
latter iteelf, regardless of the breed, is the 
natural bearer. Without hogs, no Trichine 
would be existing.“ 

HAVE TRICHINA ALWAYS BEEN EXISTING? 
 Atwhattime Trichinm have alled 
into ce, we simply do not know; at 
Jeast we have no proof that their origin is a 
recent one. It is true, our knowledge of the 
sume is rather new, but this, H it proves 
anything, can prove only that Trichine, very 
probably, have been imported but recently 
into Germany and, if true of Germany, it un- 
doubtedly is true also of America, Trichins 
are noteverywhere; they make their ap- 
pearance in certain districts. It is an entire- 
ly erioneous assertion that Trichine are ev- 
ery where ; hut in some countriesor districts, 
cases of Trichinosis do not occur, se the 
— 3 there do not eat raw or half-done 
pork ; and, merely for the that reason. cases 
of disease caused by Trichinw have not yet 
been observed in Sonthern Germany. 
In the ‘Trichina endemics in Northern Ger- 
many, Whole families have been taken sick 
who hed eaten only boiled and fried pork ; 
end in Southern Germauy they boil and fry 
their pork not a bit different from what they 
doin Northern Germany,—in some dishes 
scarcely as well. Besides that, in Northern 
Germany are yet whole districts perfectly 
free from any trace of Trichmosis, notwith- 
standing that, in those districts, raw and 
balf-raw pork is eaten fully as much as in 
those w here Trichivosis has occurred; for in- 
stence,in Saxony. Finally, there are dis- 
tricts and cities in which microscopic exam- 
inations of pork have been made regularly 
for along time, and in which no Trichina. 
have been found yet. 

Hence, if there are to-day whole countries 
and distrieta yet free from Trichins, wh 
then should not Northern Germany (an 
America teo, for what Professor Gerlach 
says about Germany ls equally true about 
Americas, have been free aiso in former 
times, Trichinte, like many other parasites, 
make their appearance in Certain localities’ 
vud generally find there all the conditions 
and ways necessary for their development 
and procreation. They propagate rapidly if 
the conditions are favorable; and decrease 
in numbers, or even die out, when circam- 
stances are uufavorable. From these Tei- 
chine stations, as sach districts may be 
called, the parasites are frequentiy spread 
over large regions, and in many directions,

It 
is said that, before that time, Trichinw were 
not discovered for want of proper micro- 
scopes. That, of course, may all be possi- 
ble; but it is just as possible, and far more 
probable, that before that time they had 
not existed in Germany, for three reasons: 
I. Daring the first decenninm after 
Trichinew were discovered, they were found 
to he very rare,—that is, confin to ¥ 
limited localities; bat, during the last fif- 
teen years, they have.been found far more 
frequently, even before they were known to 
cause discase; and, if we investigate the 
matter, free from prejudices, we must come 
te the conclusion that in Germany (and in 
America, too) Trichine have tnereased in num- 
bers, not only epparently, but also in reality, 
and probably Will increase more and more, 
maybe to a fearfal extent. Professor Vir- 
chow, in the third edition of hig monograph, 
deduces the increase of the Triching en- 
demics from the increasing custom of eat- 
ing raw pork. This deduction may be par- 
pies & correct in places where there aré many 
tact Kies, and where many laborers are 
crowded together, who live chiefly on cold 
meat, bacon, sausage, and hams. Bat an in-
